HAT an Impoſitron be laid upon all By8ad Cloth; Y;z. on the fineſt Sort of 12 Shil- 

| lings per Yard and upwards, the Sum of Three Pence per Yard z On the middling 
Sort from Six to Twelve Shillings per Yard, the Sum of Two Pence per Yard z On 

all Broad Cloth under Six Shillings per Yard, One Penny per Yard. And propor- 
tionably on all Stuffs, Serges, and all other woven wollen ManufaQures. 


That Offices be erected in requiſite Places, with leaden Seals and Stamps to be ſet on the 
Cloth, Stuffs, &c. upon pain of Forfeitnre, if ſold without. 


This by Computation wilt produce to His Majeſty about Two Millions per Annam, from 
what is » Exported, and Spent here. Which will be a very contiderable Reve- 
nue to the Ring, for His carrying on the preſent War with France. 


And, far from proving a heavy Tax the Commodities aforeſaid, 'twill ſcarce be 

felt by the Nation. For he that wears the fineſt Cloth ſhall pay but Nine Pence for a Suit 

at moſt of Three Yards, and pex of Three or Pounds Value or more; 

For the midating Soft,” Six Pence per Suitz and for the courſeſt, Three Pence per Suit. The 
Wearer or in reality paying the Tax ; and the Clothier, Merchant, and Retailer 

paying nothing but what they receive again from the Spender. 


The Tarks, and all forem Nations, will Contribute by the Exportation, more than Our 


Selves ; the Exportarions being generally far beyond the Quantity of What we ſpend at 


Home, and the Merchants recerving again from their forein Correſpondents what they Pay 
here for the Tax. 


And, whereas there are great Quantities of our Engliſh }Voo! and Fulers Earth Tranſpor- 
/ ted daily beyond Sea ( which is the ] pg Detriment to the Cloathing Trade, the chief 
Manufacture of this Kingdom ) an | Law to prevent the Exportation thereof for the 
future will much Advance the Intereſt of the Kingdom in general, and of the King in par- 

ticular, as will _ by theſe Two following Reaſons. | 
I. That Exgirſb Wool is naturally Oily and Fat, and will mix with any other Wool. Where- 


as Forern Woot being naturally Dry, and either too Courſe or too Fine, cannot be Milled or 
Fulled to any Perfe&tion, without a Mixture of ours. 


IT. That without fb Wool and Fallers Ezrth, no good Cloth can be made in any Part 
of the World, beſides England. And conſequently by ſuch Effectual Prohibition the whole 
Trade univerſally will be our own. Which will very much Inrich the Nation, and with 
this | ion will yield a very great Yearly Revenue to the Kingz eaſy to every one in 


particular, and an Eaſe to the Nation in general, in Raiſing the preſent neceſſary Supplies 
for the War. 


And this moreover anſwers all Objections of the Clothiers, Who, beſides their Paying 


nothing but what receive a_ upon Sale as before, will by ſuch Effectual Prohibition - 
receive far greater Advantage, they can any hs} r= to be Grieved by this Tax.
